The abbot of fnola. who wn* alao 
known In different pnrta aa the arch¬ 
bishop or bishop of foots, the abbot of 
misrule, the lord of misrule, the mas¬ 
ter of unreason ami L'Aldie «le l,l«*»*e. 
was tbe [mtsoii w Imj »i*vhI to *u|htIu- 
tend the saturnalia, whlcfa were com¬ 
mon In different parts of Europe from 
the fifth to the sixteenth century. The 
feast of fools waa an Imitation of the 
heathen antumalla nnd. like this, waa 
celebrated In Ivecemlior: bonce the con¬ 
fusion ef (dens which has arisen in 
mixing this feast with the ordinary 
Christmas revela The chief cv lehrs- 
tlon of the feast of fools fell upon In¬ 
nocent's day. hut flie whole revels 
lasted from Chriitmas to ihe last day 
of Epiphany. The youug people gen- 
rr nll ) wke w*w» by- 

one of the untie-* quoted, and he waa 
consecrated wllh many grotesque and 
rldlcuIoHl* Pffeinonlca. 

England, Scotland. France aad Ger¬ 
many all practiced these wild aatnrna- 
Ha. and It waa with great difficulty 
that they were finally abolished. Tt>« 
nhtmt wn* not responsible for any trick 
or practical Joke played on the rest of 
the community by hla order*, and the 
victims had simply to “grin and bear 
It" In tbe temple (low hendqnartern. 
London! the office of the lord of mis¬ 
rule seems to have been a coveted one, 
for we read that It was only given tn 
young men of good family.

"lf you zr« suffering from euuui and 
want to divert your mind from life's 
routine I'll give you a panacea.*' said a 
young man who bus a penchant for 
del»lug into unusual things. “Just pick 
out some quaint phrase or expreaalon. 
whether It U t clear cut epigram or • 
crude colloquialism, and trace It to It* 
aourve. You will Invariably find that 
tbeo*- phrases, or ‘saw's,' as they are 
called, have a history all their own.

I refer to 'goue up tbe 
apouL* It la applied to almost any fail¬ 
ure or misfortune. A firm that fails 
has ‘gone up the spout ’ 

“A |>olltli-hin who la crushed I* ‘gone 
Up the s]m>uL* A man will say that if 
be doe* uot do a certain thing be ll go 
‘Up tbe spout.’ Going up the sim>uF la 
a penally for every sort of failure 
Even if a man is dying bis fr'ends 
will answer inquiries wltb a sad 
shake of tbe beud and any that be# 
•gone up tbe spout.* The dlscussiou at 
to the origin of this phrase or expres¬ 
sion did n<d result in any elucidation 
of Its history. A fewr <luy» later I at¬ 
tended church In this city, and the 
pastor, who baa l»mi occupying a New 
Orleans pulpit for years, told hla con¬ 
gregation how tbe phruse Originated. 

“Year* ago In Euglaod money lender* 
bad private office* for the convenience 
of a particular clusa of patrons. Any 
man who ha* ever gone into a pawn¬ 
shop. passing under tbe glint of thre* 
gleaming yellow halls, knows what hu¬ 
miliation Is secretly felt as be emerge*. 
Many js-ople. In fact, are too timid to 
enter a pawnshop. It Is a matter of 
pride with them.
